Autopsy Ends Report Man 
May Have Been Slain Dur-

Keith S Peter, Long Beach bond 
salesman whose body has been re- 
covered ine Death Valley following 
a 40-days search, died from heat 
prostration, according to a death 
certificate. signed by County 
Health Officer E. L. Tisinger, fol- 
lowing an autopsy performed. 

County Coroner J. B. Hanna an- 
nounced that there would be no in- 
quest, as the autopsy would be suf- 
ficient in natural death Deputy 
Coroner Emmett Waters, who re-- 
covered the body, said that it 
had been on the desert for so 
long that it was dried and mum- 
mified. It is believed that Peters 
had been dead for 40 days. 

Authorities are expected to ques- 
tion Mrs. Peters concerning a “ven- 
geance ring” which she is said to 
have declared at her Long Beach 
home is responsible for the death 
of her husband, Mrs. Peters is 
sa.d to have told Long Beach offi- 
cers that her husband had feared 
the “vengeance, ring” and often 
told of being threatened.

according to reports from the state 
authorities, the grape industry 
ranks second in the state, being 
eclipsed only by the citrus indus- 
try. 


It is impossible to | 


the expansion and gradual develop 
ment of the grape industry from 
the expansion: and development of 
the state. Yet it is both interesting 
and instructive to trace this move 
ment. 

The father of the wine industry 
in California was Colonel Agaston 
Haraszthy a Hungarian nobleman, 
who was one of the early pioneers. 
In his native land he had owned 
a vineyard, and as he was an en 
thusiast on the subject, he was

not lon in looking about him for 
an oppurtunity to engage in his 
favorite pursuit, There are rec

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that none but the Mission grape, 
planted by the Franciscan padres, 

would grow and produce well in 
our climate, and as an experiment 
had been made to prove the con- 
trary this belief became so firm- 
ly imbedded that it has taken two 
decades to demonstrate its falacy. 

In 1825, Colonel Haraszthy re- 
ceived his first importation, con- 
sisting of six varieties from Hun- 
gary, among which was our pres- 
ent world-renowned Zinfandel. 
These he planted temporarily at 
Crystal Springs in San Mateo 
county, near the site of the enor- 
mous concrete dam being built to 
supply the city with water, and 
had it not been for fogs and cold 
winds preventing proper ripening, 
that eight-mile reservoir would 
have undoubtedly been the site-of 
the first pretentfous vineyard in 
California. 

As it was, the thirty acres 
planted did not ripen their fruit 
when bearing age came, and the 
indomitable pioneer turned his at- 
tention to the beautiful, mild, 
weather protected valley of Sono- 
ma, in a neighboring county, where 
General M. G. Vallejo fhad planted 
a few Mission vines and made 
wine in a desultory fashion. Early 
in the year 1856 Colonel Haraszthy 
purchased the property later 
known as the celebrated “Buena 
Vista Vineyard,” for the express 
purpose of creating a vineyard. 

immediately on acquiring the 
Buena Vista property, the new 
owner placed his son Attila in 
charge and began transferring his 
San Mateo vines to their new 
home in Sonoma. While on tak- 
ing possession of his property he 
found some half a dozen varieties 
and perhaps sixteen acres of Mis- 
grown for table use, selling readily 
in San Francisco at ten cents a 
pound or $200 a ton. 

Still, Colonel Haraszthy came to 
sion grapes, which were being 
make wine, and at the end of two 
years he had planted altogether 
85,556 vines in the vineyard, and 
had a nursery of 462,000 rooted 
cuttings. Of those planted in the 
vineyard, 14,000 cuttings were of 
foreign varieties, and he had 12,000 
more in the nursery. Not content 
with pushing work on his own place 
Colonel Haraszthy sought out his 
friends, induced them to become 
his neighbors, and in a measure 
enthused them to a point of in- 
vesting in land and planting it 
with vines. 

But the indirect influences was 
far greater. Numerous inquiries 
came from every part of the state, 
and the many curious and inter- 
ested visited that valley, much in 
the pious spirit of the Moham- 
medan visiting the shrine of Mec- 
ca. Numerous newspaper articles 
had been written on the enter- 
prise going on in vine planting, 
of the practical demonstration 
made by Colonel Haraszthy on a 
large scale for the first time in 
California, that the grapevine in 
varieties would not only 
grow without irrigation but would 
produce sweeter fruit and of finer 
flavor than any produced by irri- 
gation. This forever settled the 


ing the vine, making wine and | 
curing raisins, adding pr a 
suggestions to the California 
grower, and bringing home seas 
cuttings and rooted vines from 
every attainable variety to be 
found in Hungary, France, Italy, 
Spain, Germany Asia Minor, Per- 
sia and Egypt. These were after- 
wards distributed in small lots to 
different parts of the state and ex- 
periments have since proven to 
what localities these vines are 
bést adapted, and they were slow- 
ly but surely assimilated. 

In 1857, at the age of 17 youre} 
Arpad Haraszthy, the first presi- 
dent of the Viticultural Commis- 
sion, and youngest son of Colonel 
Agaston Haraszthy, was sent to 
France to finish his education and 
learn champagne-making. In 1862, 
he returngd from France, having 
spent two of the five years in prac- 
tically learning the manufacture of 
champagne, between times accom- 
panying his father on his visit to 
the wine countries of Europe. Im- 
mediately upon his return he took 
charge of the vintage of 1862 for 
his father, making the wines of 
that vintage, among which were 
two casks of Zinfandel—the first 
made in the state—and at the 
same time he made several experi- 
ments in champagne production, 
with varying results. 

The next year his father sold the 
Buena Vista vineyard to the Buena 
Vista Viticultural Society and for 
several years Arpad was cellar- 
master of the corporation. Here for 
several years he continued exper!- 
menting with champagne-making, 
using always the Mission grape ac- 
cording to the spirit of the time, 
but in most cases he made lament- 
able failures. -A less determined 
man would have géven up under 
such discouragements, but Arpad 
Haraszthy was not that kind of a 
man. He kept on trying until 1877, 
when he at last solved the myst- 
ery, and was among the first to 
discover the much lauded Mission 
and Zinfandel must give way to 
better varieties of grapes. As an 
evidence of being a worthy son of 
his father, let it suffice to say that 
m the midst of every discourage- 
ment, want of capital, dishearten- 
ing failures, and unreasonable pre- 
judice, Arpad Haraszthy gave the 
best years of his life to making 
of a native brand of champagne, 
which was known favorably all 
over the world. That “Eciipse” 
was superior to many foreign 
brands, and equal to several choice 
ones, and very much cheaper than 
the cheapest French champagnes 
is attested by the fact that its 
demand increased annually. It was 
an American production.

question of the ultimate use and 
value of the hillsides in northern 
California. 

A tidal wave of inquiry swept 
over the quiet valley of Sonoma, 
strangers came and went, the pony 
express and U. S. mail were laden 
with letters, papers, pamphlets, 
cuttings and vines. Not only had 
the little town of Sonoma became 
the head center of the distribution 
of viticultural knowledge, but it 
suddenly became the _ supplying 
grapevine nursery of foreign vines 
for the whole state. It was rrom 
here the Zinfande! was distributed 
to the four parts of the state prior 
to 1859, so likewise the other Hun- 
garian vines as Feher Szagos, the 
Black Prince, the Flame Tokay, 
the Black Morocco, the Muscat of 
Alexandria, . the Emperor, the 
Seedless Sultana, the Chasselas, 
the Reisling, the Gutedel, the 
Travernier, and numerous others. 

In 1858, at the urgent request 
of the State Agricultural Society, 
Colonel Haraszthy wrote a lengthy 
article covering every detail in the 
setting out of a vineyard and its 
practical management, from the 
digging of the holes for setting 
the vines to the gathering of the 
fruit. And in winemaking, from 
the picking of the grapes, the 
crushing, and fermentation down 
to its absolute maturity. A very 
large edition was published, and 
exhausted; and the report spread 
throughout the state made many 
new converts to the facinating pur- 
suit| of wine-making. 

In 1861, a commission of threo 
were appointed by Governor Dow- 
ney to report upon the ways and 
means of improving the culture of 
Colonel Haraszthy, Don Juan J. 
Warner and a Mr. Shaw. Don Juon 
Warner returned a clear, concise 
report upon the best means and 
ways to promote vine cuiture at 
that period. 

Colonel Haraszthy went back to 
Hungary, and after visiting all its 
most important viticultural dis- 


'tricts made an elaborate report on 


the European methods of cultivat- 


in the work at the new courthouse 
building, painting and decorating 
crews will be set to work in the 
interior shortly after August 1.

After this 
is done, the painting and decorat- 
ing will be completed, and the 
building will be ready for formal 
acceptance by the, county. 

Canvas awnings will be put on 
the building shortly after the first 
of August, and the building will 
begin to assume the appearance of 
a completed structure. 

Ahead of Schedule 

If no difficulties are encounter 
ed in the work remaining to be 
done, the building should be fin- 
ished somewhat ahead of ‘schedule 
time,’ Architect Jones announced.
